RILL TO REMEDY DEFECTS.

| SAN JOSE, Dec. 9.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Assemblyman Eli Wright of 
this city will revive the free-market 
subject at the coming session of the 
Legislature. He has already prepared, 
and will introduce a bill remedying 
the defects of the bill passed at the 
last session, but still inoperative.

The stock 
did not sell at par, and he and his as- 
soclates are supposed to have _ lost 
money. It seems, however, that one of 
the terms of the contract of the pool 
was that it should be managed by

INTERESTING DISCUSSIONS OF THE 
CIVIC FEDERATION. 
Grover Cleveland Among Early Ar- 
rivals—Premium Method of Payment. 
Employers are Workers in America— 
One Aspect of Shorter Work-day 
Question.

NEW.YORK, Dee. %.—The second 
day's meeting of the industrial depart- 
ment of the National.

On entering 
the hall he was greeted with applause.

LONDON, Dec. 9.—[{[By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.) The report of the select commit- 
tee of the House of Commons on steam 
subsidies was Issued tonight. Its gen- 
eral tenor is distinctly against the 
principle of granting subsidies. The 
committee finds that the British ship 
owners have not suffered much from 
the fostering effects of subsidies paid 
by foreign governments; that subsidies 
are merely minor factors, and that 
commercial skili and industry were the 
major factors im the recent develop- 
ment of the shipping and trade of 
certain foreign countries, notably Ger- 
many. 
It is also found by the committee 
that subsidies restrict free competition, 
and facilithte the establishment of 
federations and shipping rings, and 
that therefore a general system of sub- 
sidies, except for services rendered, and 
without government control of the 
maximum rates on freiglhts is costly 
and inexpedient. In rare cases, where, 
in view of the special imperial! consid- 
erations, subsidies may be desirable, 
the committee declares, the condition 
must include adequate speed, and for- 
bid the sale Or hire of any subsidized 
ship without the permission of the gov- 
ernment. 

THe committee considers that in or- 
der to give British ship owners a fair

The committee 
suggested jhat regulations should be

| The committee discussed at some

mans. Dealing with the Morgan trans- 
fer the report says: 

“If the American railroad manage- 
ment unites with the steamship man- 
agement, a very influential undertak- 
ing may perhaps be formed, but Yoo 
many interests are often involved ‘o 
make such. combinations quite aw 
powerful as they might be supposed ito 
be. It remains, however, quite certain 


| that the transfer of British ships to 


foreign flags, whether owning foreign 
subsidies or otherwise, may cause 
serious results, such as developing new 
trades in which British ship owners, 
without government backing, cannot 
engage, and the substitution of foreign 
Officers and crews for British."’

SE AND ABUSE OF VIVISECTION. . 

Dr. William A. Keene, the eminent 
surgeon of Philadelphia, has made @ 
strorig plea for vivisection in a letter 
to Senator Gallinger, whom he consii- 
ers one of the leaders of the anti- 
vivisectionist movement in the United 
States.

injury being a slight bruise at the 
cuter end of the left eyebrow.

One “of the greatest 
of abuses is in the non-use of anaes- 
thetics, the helpless victim being se- 
curely held in an immovable position 
by straps and cords, while the possi- 
bility of ouctry is prevented by sever- 
ing the nerves controlling the vocal 
organs, although the nerves of sensa- 
tion remain unimpaired during hours 
of cutting and mangling the living 
tissues. @he discoveries of science 
have made it possible thus to inflict 
imcredible tortures without extin- 
guishing the spark of life. 

- It is probably a safe assertion that 
where there is one neceasary and valu- 
able operation ih vivisection there are 


fa hundred that are needless experi- 


ments, undertaken often to satisfy the 
aimless curiosity of tyros or to Iillus- 
trate some fact of medical science al- 
ready wellknown. If we grant that man 
has the right (because he has the 
power) to take the lives of the weaker 
animals at his will, it does not  fol- 
low that he has even the decent pre- 
tense of a right to inflict upon the 
helpless creatures beneath him a par- 
ticle of unnecessary suffering. The 
anti-vivisectionists are right in their 
main contention. There are doubt- 
less among them some extremists who 


‘overlook all the benefits that the hu- 


man race has derived from the prac- 
tice, seeing only the more revolting 
and.pitiful side. There are also” ex- 
tremisis among the advocates and ex- 
ponents of vivisection, to whom the

WORSE THAN THE COMMON HOBOS 
TO. DEAL WITH. 


Proficient in Use of and 
Blow in Sides of Express Cars— 
Hundreds of Boxes of Oranges Stolen— 
Traffic Meeting. 


Tramps as a class are attracting 
more.than usual attention throughout 
the country by reason of their increas- 
ing numbers, but the railroads suffer 
most from their depredations, perhabs, 
although numerous hamlets are fre- 
quently terrified and looted by these 
wandering marauders, whose least sin 
}4s the most troublesome, viz., robbing 
orange orchards along the _ railroad 
lines. Hundreds of boxes of golden 
fruit are thus lost every year, until 
many growers have been compelled to 
wall themeelres in with impassable 
barbed-wire fences. 

The local railroad authorities wrestle 
with the tramp problem every year, 
but this year tramps seem to be worse 
than ever. 

William A. Pinkerton, whose qualifi- 
cations as an expert no one will ques- 
tion, has directed attention to the dis- 
appearance of the “profé@ssional bur- 
giar,” and the evolution of the “yeg- 
man,” or tramp, who has picked up a 
knowledge of the uses—and abuses— 
of. nitro-glycerine. The “yegman” 
picks up five or six hobos, who serve 
as guards while “he is.blowing in the 
wide of an express car‘or a bank safe. 
Each of these hobos observes how the 
explosive is used, and atthe first .op- 
portunity develops inte a yegman him- 
self and teaches the black art to an- 
‘other lot of tramps with rather mote 
_courege and criminality than the aver- 


age. 

Says a New York journal: “The rail- 
way and express companies are wak- 
ing up to the seriousness of this new 
class of criminals, and the banks have 
reason to. It is evident that the State 
has got to take a keener interest in 
tramps than it has been doing, and 
something like a State constabulary 
may be necessary. About the only in- 
terference the tramp now encounters 
is from a few railway companies that 
have taken energeiic measures to pre- 
vent being overrun by this worthless 
and dangerous class, but this is work 
for the State, and not for individuals 
or private companies. It is also evi- 
dent that the sale of high explosives 
needs to te greatly restricted. It ought 
to be impossible for anyone to obtain 
nitro-giycerine unless he has legitimate 
use fer it.”

Liquid-air Demonstration a 
Very Warm Hit. 
Striking Expeciments With the 
Wondecful Element. 


Los Angeles Has the Finest Plant 
on the Continent for Pro- 
ducing It.

|} Simpson Auditorium was packed to 
witness Prof. Patty's demonstration of 
liquid air, and when he stated that the 
liquid air used in last night's experi- 
ments was made in Los Angeles by 
'G. A. Broberick, in the finest plant of 
the kind on the continent, the an- 
nouncement was received with enthu- 
siastic applause. The plant referred to 
is located at No. 737 San Fernando 
been com- 
pleted at a cost of over $12,000. 

Liquid air is a bluish fluid, slightly 
thicker than water, and is nothing 

nor less than the air we breathe, 
submitted to enormous pressure until 
it becomes liquefied. The demonstrator, 
in Ris opening lecture, said that it 
a degree of cold 344 deg. colder t 
ice and 312 deg. colder than zero. 

Science first succeeded in producing 
it in 1869, at a cost equal to about $12,- 
000 a gallon, and while now it is pro- 
duced at greatliy-reduced cost, it is 
still so expensive as to place it beyond 
every-day uses. The best idea of its 
cost may be gained from the state- 
ment that the three bulbs used in last 
night's demonstration, 1 to prob- 
ably six gallons, were furnished by 
Mr. Broberick for $150. 

All the properties of the new liquid 
are wonderful and mysterious, but the 
most marvelous of all, perhaps, is the 
fact that although it freezes instantly, 
to the most intense degree, anything 
with which it comes in contact, it 
dues not blight or dettroy in the slight- 
est, as does natural frost. A carna- 
tion frozen until it would fall to dust 
at the touch, was Ieft lying upon the 
table for a few minutes, when its 
texture and perfume returned just as 
before it was submitted to the severe

Prof. Patty . ined that this is 
owing to its ect dryness, of which 
he gave several demonstrations -by 
throwing it owt ever the audience. La. 
dies in their pew wintéf robes. just 
from the modiste, threw up their hands 
and looked aghast at the rash man on 
the platform, but to their surprise it 
left no marks, and while they felt it 
strike like rain drops, its evaporation 
was so instantaneous that it was irm- 
possible to get —— of it except as it 
passed through the rays jof the elec- 
tric lights.

Its power as an explosive was shown 
in several ways, the most effective be- 
ing by the loading of a small iron 
cannon with cotton, first dipped in 
liquid air, and exploded by means of 
a spray of the cotton sticking frem 
the vent, and lighted from a_ taper.

PASSING OF A NUISANCE. 
Third-street Tunnel Being Trans- 
formed from Stench-hole into Neat 
Thoroughfare. 
In two weeks Third-street tunnel 

will searcely be recognized by people 
who have known it as a dank and miry 
stench-hole. The transformation of the 
subterranean thoroughfare just begun 
~promises to be complete. 

The tunnel is being paved its entire 
length with asphalt. The slant of the 
pavement will carry all the filthy 
water to the edge away from the side- 


‘walk into the granite gutters, which 


will empty it into the sewers by grav- 
ity. Three feet beneath the granite 
biocks tiling will be laid on top of a 
foot of gravel, which will assist by 
carrying off the noxious fluids just be- 
neath the surface. 

It is expected that these improve- 
ments will keep the sidewalks and 
roadway dry, and also free the atmos- 
phere of the nauseating moisture. The 
leakage through the masonry above 
has dwindled from a steady stream to 
mere drippings, and it is expected this 
will cease entirely within another two 
years. The engineers say there is no 
way of stopping this water from press- 
ing through, and the only remedy is 
taking care of it properly and waiting 
for a cessation.

IMMUNITY FROM DISEASE. 

This is illustrated in the relative im- 
«munity from prevalent diseases pos- 
sessed by those who live in the re- 
gions where they are most likely to 
occur. The inhabitants of tropical re- 
gions, for instance, are measurably safe 
from the attacks of fevers whith pre- 
vall in them, whereas those who en- 
ter the from the temperate zone 
fali victims to the disease to such an 
extent that it is well-nigh impossible 
for them to colonize those regions. The 
reason of this is probably due to the 
action of natural selection through 
which those races which have long been 
subjected to these dangers have grad- 
ually had the individuals who were 
most susceptible to the disease elim- 


serving for the propagation of the race 
thoge who were to a greater or Jess ex- 
“tent immune. When an epidemic pre- 
vaiis, it is no emall satisfaction to 
feel that we have inherited our con- 
stitution from a line of ancestors apne 
has been exposed to the disease and 

has had sufficient strength to resig{ its 
ravages. 

It is often noticed that various “civ- 
flized”’ diseases are terribly destructive 
when they break out among barbarous 
or savage tribes. This is peculiarly the 
case with measies and scarlet fever. 
to say nothing of smallpox. When these 
diseases, which are constantly preva- 
lent in civilised countries, have been 
introduced into the islands of the Pa- 

cific Ocean, and among the isolated 
tribes of Indians they have usually re- 
sulted in a loes of life which was per- 
fectly appalling. is is partly due, Bo 
doubt, to the of these people 
as to the best modes of treating the 
disease. But more largely it seems to 
be the result of the fact that there 
has never been any sifting out, through 
natural selection, of the individuals 
who are most susceptible*to these dis- 
eases. In civilized countries measles 
and scariet fever have been so 
‘and constantly at work itn cutting off 
the lives of those who are specially sus- 
ceptible to them that those who remain 
are comparatively immune, and hav: 
transmitted this advantage to their 
descendants, while in the islands of the 
sea there. Bas been no such sifting 
process at Work, and the general level 
of immunity is very much lower. 

REGULATION OF MARRIAGE. 

Thus natural selection has been all 
along doing for society what many 
heartless philosophers would propose 
to have done’ by legislation. It is con- 
tended by these that society should, 
for its own protection, prevent its 
weaker members from propagafion, and 
that, to this end, all those who are 
tainted with hereditary diseases, or 

whose physical strength is below cer- 
tain standards, should be prohibited 
from marrying. 

So far, however, society has mot been 
willing to intrust legisiatures and their 
official representatives with the grave 
respansibility of selecting the favored 
ones who are to have the privilege of 
marrying and propagating the race, 
though some indirect efforts in that 
line have been made. In Germany, 
for example, marriage is not allowed 
except the .parties Wave accumulated 
a little money as a guaranty of their 
ability to support themselves, while 
one of the generals in our own army 
has recently uttered a vigorous protest 
against the marriage of young officers 
unless they have some means of sup- 
port additional to their salar... These 
indirect checks upon marriage serve, 
however, only in a very imperfect — 
to favor the strong and to repress t 
weak. 

LAW INEXORABLE, BUT KIND. 

In general, if this proces of elimi- 
nating the weak must go on, society 
prefers to trust itself In the hands of 
the Lord, or, in other words, to nature, 
than to submit itself to the caprices of 
ignorant legislators. In the long run, 
however, nature sécures the object 
most effectually. The progeny of the 
diseased and of the weak fail in the 
struggle for life, and gradually  be- 
come extinct, leaving the race to the 
swift and the battle to the strong. . 

When this is accomplished through 
natural processés it is comparatively 
easy to say: “The will of the Lord be 
done,” and all must recognize the be- 
nevolence of that arrangement. by 
which those who are best fitted to meet 
thé ills of life are preserved, while 
those who are least fitted and would 
suffer most in the struggle are quietly 
dropped out. Even the best intentioned 
and most successfui efforts of philan- 
thropists to care for the weak and to 
prolong the lives of the diseased do not, 
in the long run, tnterfere with the 
working of this law of natura! .selec- 
tion, which, In fts sentimental] aspect, 
is severe, but tn its ultimate outcome 
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flesh will be the subject of an instruc- 
tive article for women in tomorrow's 
by Van de Water.
